In view of the 
propaganda which the imperial gov- 
ernment has so insistently circulated 
at home to the effect that the United 
States would be an entirely impotent 
military factor-——that all its war 
plans were in reality a sham and a 
bluff!—it is highly essential that Ger- 
many prevent, if she can, the taking 
over of any conside section of 
the French front by American 
forces. Unless the fall of Riga has 
sufficiently stiffened the German 
popular will, this stroke may be no 
less than the withdrawal of the un- 
restricted submarine decree. 

U-BOAT DECREE. 

When we broke relations with 
Germany and first got ready for war, 
the reason for our participation was 
based upon the unlimited submarine 
decree. This has since been ampli- 

ed to the larger and more funda- 
ental aims of the war, but in the 
nning it was officially stated that 
the United States government had 
nothing to discuss with Germany so 
long as the unrestricted submarine 
Gecree stood. Although many per- 
sons are of the opinion that ite with- 
drawal now would be quite too un- 
German a thing to expect, yet the 
recent drive against Michaelis, on 
the basis of the submarine failure, 
would seem to support such a view. 
On the other hand, Berlin's subse- 
quent announcement that U-boats 
hed sunk 6,000,000 tons of Allied 
shipping in six months suggests that 
the government found it altogether 
too venturesome openly to confess 
that the submarine war was an ac- 
tual failure. 

Whether or not such a particular 
move is in contemplation, just as 
the ancient world, by bitter experi- 
ence was taught to “Beware of the 
Greeks bearing gifts,“ even so must 
the world of today beware of the 
Germans bearing peace. Indeed 
their proposals of disarmament must 
be scrutinized with a view as to 
whether they represent a “German” 
disarmament similar to a “German” 
peace. For it is not hard to believe 
that Germany looks upon disarma- 
ment without that lively apprehen- 
sion which might naturally be at- 
tributed to a militaristic power, still 
retaining ite military instincts. For 
this there are two obvious reasons. 
One is that in the submarine Ger- 
many has found she can develop an 
offensive weapon faster than defen- 
sive measures could be taken against 
it—as long as the world’s navies are 
out of commission—and she has 
discovered that in the stealthy re- 
cesses of the laboratory she can 
concoct munitions of horrid warfare 
which might, in the end, lay an un- 
armed world at her feet. 

But whether contemplating per- 
manent peace, a bristling truce or 
universal disarmament, the nations 
of the world should accept it now 
as a fact, that they cannot deal with 
the German nation until] that evil 
spirit which controls its 
government has been exorcised.

Charles Keane, State Veterinarian, 
declared today that an epidemic of 
anthrax, which is affecting cattle in 
Yolo county, has reached an alarm- 
ing stage and he feels confident the 
germs are being spread by agents 
of enemies of the United States. 
The anthrax outbreak is characteri- 
zed by Dr. Keane as the worst in 
the history of the county. 
Using the police power given him 
for such emergencies, the State 
Veterinarian has ordered the main 
irrigation ditches of Yolo county 
shut off and the wholesale vaccina- 
tion of cattle, to save the herds 
which are not already affected. The 
water supplying rice fields will not 
be shut off, however. Surveys now 
are being made of the district to be 
closed. The spread of the stock dis- 
ease is not confined to irrigated areas 
but affects the cattle on high lands 
as well, showing a systematic infec- 
tion that would not be natural, Dr. 
Keane deciares.

A NEGLECTED BEAUTY. 
Of all the beauteous members of the 


floral kingdom in Southern California the 
Jimson weed has been most neglected and 
most basely slandered. For years it has 
bloomed in the lowlands, among the foot- 


attention of artist, poet and botanist, but 
gaining almost no recognition from those 
who, it would seem, should love it best. On 
the edges of the boulevards it is usually 
covered with dust raised by passing vehi- 
cles, and its beauty is almost entirely un- 
known to either drivers or pedestrians. In 
the fields and foothills it is seldom noticed 
because its name is unattractive and be- 
cause it is considered by many to be a 
poisonous blossom. Yet in point of beauty 
it is unsurpassed. Sometimes from twenty 
to forty of these lovely blossoms are to be 
found on one plant that covers a space of 
earth not more than five feet square. This 
plant is seen at the height of its 

early in the morning while the dews of 
night are still on it and when its snowy, 
lavender-tinted face is lifted to the sun as 
if in prayer. The Jimson weed should be 
renamed.

This 
was in 1829, when Arthur was in 
temporary charge of this trading 
post. The flag was made from red, 
white and blue flannel shirts and 
only the original thirteen stars had 
been cut out and stitched against 
the blue field. The crew of a Brit- 
ish frigate beheld the fidg and mar- 
veled much at its appearance in this 
out-of-the-way corner of the world. 

Capt. Arthur came to the coast 
as second in command of the 
schooner Brookline of Boston and 
was himself living at South Brain- 
tree, Mass., as late as 1885. George 
W. Greene, a seaman of Milton, 
Mass., assisted in the making and 
hoisting of the ensign.
